LEFT THIS AFTERNOON. 


Talked With a Kepreseniative of the 
“ Democrat” on «state and 
National lesnes. 


Hon. W illiam Jennings Bryan 
arrived in Sedalia 
this 
morning 
from Louisiana, Mo., and spent the 
day with his aunt, Mrs. Mary D. 
V a n A n tw erp, and family, of No. 
i i 8 W est Seventh street. 
He de­ 
parted this afternoon for Pleasant 
Hill, where he will speak tonight, 
and will return to Warren&burg to 
speak at Pertle Spring-i tomorrow. 
Mr. Bryan is en 
route to his 
home at Lincoln, Neb., after atrip 
to Boston, Mass., to attend a ban­ 
quet. 
A reporter for the D e m o c r a t 
called upon Mr. Bryan while he 
was 
here, and the distinguished 
gentleman talked pleasantly upon 
various topics of national and state 
interest. 
“ I was very much gratified,” 
said Mr. Bryan, “ to see the stand 
that has been taken by Missouri. 
1 was in the east at the time, and 
the gold papers 
were lamenting 
that Missouri had thrown an ob­ 
stacle in the w ay of reorganiza­ 
tion.” 
“ W hat is your opinion concern­ 
ing the success of democracy this 
fall?” Mr. Bryan was asked. 
“ It is too early as yet,” replied 
M r. Bryan, “ to forecast the result 
of the campaign. 
The outlook de­ 
pends upon the plan pursued^” 
In speaking of national issues in 
the next campaign, Mr. Bryan said : 
“ A s the republicans have not set­ 
tled the Philippine question, that 
cannot help being an issue; and as 
they have not interfered with the 
trusts, that will also be one oi the 
questions to fight out. 
“ The Fow ler bill will tend to 
increase 
the 
importance 
of 
the 
money question and will bring up 
one phase of the silver question. 
The bill is intended to convert the 
silver dollar into credit mcney and 
lessens the value of the real money. 
“ W e are passing through a pe­ 
riod of speculation, and just how 
near the end we are, no one can 
say. 
But the inadequacy of the 
primary money 
will become ap­ 
parent as soon as the day of pay­ 
ment arrives. 
“ One of the financial correspon­ 
dents stated some time ago that the 
financiers were holding the market 
up until they can unload and the 
unloading process seems to be go­ 
ing on.” 
“ Y o u mean, then, that we may 
have 
a 
financial crash 
at 
any 
time?” he was asked. 
“ No, 
some 
unexpected event 
may happen which w ill 
put the 
end further a w a y .” 
M r. Bryan then went into the 
subject of trusts. 
“ The efforts made by the g o v­ 
ernment against the trusts do not 
amount to anything, 
as, for in­ 
stance, the beef trust. 
“ The president is working on an 
injunction when he ought to be 
com m encirg a 
criminal 
prosecu­ 
tion. 
It has been several months 
since he commenced and he has 
not yet interferred with the beef 
trust’s plans. 
“ The president ought to have 
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commenced 
his 
injunction 
pro­ 
ceedings before one of the W est 
Virginia judges. 
They seem to be 
ab’e to get out injunctions against 
strikers on short notice. 
It would 
be interesting to see whether they 
would 
be as 
prompt in dealing 
with the packers.” 
“ I take it that William J. Stone 
will have no opposition to his elec­ 
tion 
as senator,” continued Mr. 
Bryan, “ and 
as 
an 
admirer of 
Mr. Stone I should be very glad to 
see him in the United States sen­ 
ate, 
I noticed that Pettis county 
has instructed for Mr. Stone, and 
am glad that they have seen their 
duty clearly, and hope that the 
democrats of 
Pettis 
county will 
succeed in e ’ecting their representa 
tive to the legislature with such 
iostructioos.” 
Mr. Bryan has not been in Seda­ 
lia for any length of time since he 
spoke here in the fall of 1897, on 
“ Bryan D i y . ” 
He 
has 
distinct 
remembrances of that day, for the 
people crowded around the V m 
Antw erp, home, and 
stuck 
their 
heads in the windows to giin a 
sight of the famr»ds candidute for 
president of the United States. He 
has pissed through Sedalia several 
times since then. 
But very few people knew that 
Mr. Bryan was in the city, which 
was his wish, and he spent the day 
pleasantly with his relatives and a 
few friends 
who 
were asked to 
meet him.

Lexing on News issued an extra, 
from which the following ia taken : 
This morning at

sur­ 
rounded the court house square. 
The we-^t door of the j ul was 
broken down, and in short order 
Sheriff Thomas and deputies were 
overpowered. 
The lynchers demanded of Sheriff 
Thomas the prisoners charged with 
the murder ol George W . Johnson. 
They also demanded the keys to 
the j iil. 
Both orders were refused 
by him. 
The captain of the lynchers gave 
orders to cut open the jail c^oors. 
A member of the party stepped 
forward with hammer and chisel 
and began cutting on 
the 
solid 
steel door 
to 
the 
cell confining 
Charles Salyers. 
It was a hard job and the blows 
of the hammer could be heard sev­ 
eral blocks away. 
It took fifteen 
minutes to cut the bolts, and the 
door swung open. 
Salyers was pulled from his cell, 
the upper southwest, and turned 
over to three men, who took him 
down the steps out into the court 
house yard. 
The lower northeast cell, hold­ 
ing Gates, was cut open in 
ten 
minutes. 
Securing 
their 
prisoners, 
the 
party came into the yard. 
Without delay 
the 
order 
was 
given to move out, and in no time 
there was not one 
of 
the 
large 
crowd to be seen. 
B y 2 o’clock 
not a person was to be seen on the 
streets. 
Everything worked like clock­ 
work, 
80 
thoroughly 
were 
the 
lynchers organized, one man giving 
all orders, which were obeyed with 
promptness.

W aldrop talked with 
Bartholin, 
whom 
he 
knew per­ 
sonally. 
The last he saw of him 
was when he boarded a northbound 
State street car. 
It is supposed 
that the murder of Minnie Mitchell 
took place the same night. 
Bar­ 
tholin’s presence at the field where 
the body was touud gives color to 
the theory that the murder was 
planned in cold blood. 
The police are u-ing all their in­ 
genuity to force Oscar Thompson, 
Mrs. Bariholin’s principal roomer, 
to give additional informât ion about 
the crime or crimes committed in 
the Calumet avenue death-house 
They, have been working on the 
theory thar the M itchell girl may 
have been killed there and taken 
in Thom pson’s laundry wagon to 
the lonely field. 
A test is to be 
made to prove this theory.

horse is to be started south and left
